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Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 29, 2004, Applicants hereby 
elect with traverse Group II, Claims 1 7, 1 8, 2 1 , 34, 45 and 46 drawn to polypeptides, fragments or 
analogs, thereof; and compositions and kits comprising the same. Applicants further elect BVH- 
CPN-! which is SEQ ID N0:2 (see, e.g.. Fig. 2 and page 5, lines 1-3). 

All the claims in the application that relate to BVH-CPN-1 involve related subject matter. 
A search would therefore comprise overlapping subject matter, and it would ndt be an undue 
burden on the examiner to carry out a search. "If search and examination of an entire application 
can be made without serious burden, the examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it 
includes claims to independent or distinct invention." (Emphasis added.) M.P.E.P. 803. 
Accordingly, withdrawal of the restriction is respectfully requested. 
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
